Co., of New Or­ 
leans, combined with cotton seed 
meal. 
For 
sandy land that is 
fairly fertile, 
he 
recom m ends a 
m ixtu re as follows, for one acre: 
K a in it..................................... IOO lbs. 
Acid P hosphate....................IOO lbs. 
Cotton Seed Meal...............200 lbs. 
The secretary of the 
Brazos 
County Truck Growess’ Associa­ 
tion is taking orders for “ kainit” 
and “ acid phosphate” . 
The kai* 
nit is sold for $12 25 per ton, New 
Orleans, and acid phosphate at 
$19.02 
Adding probable freight 
and other expenses, and estimat­ 
ing the cost of cotton seed meal at 
current prices, it will be seen that 
this fertilizer can be procured at a 
cost of about $4.00 to $5.00 per 
acre.

ONION CULTURE. 
In his talks on onion culture, 
Prof. Price stated that he prefer* 
red the Creole and Bermuda vari­ 
eties. 
He gave his experience last 
year with these, saying that he 
planted the 21st of September, 
where they were to grow in the 
field, and for lack of seasons they 
came up about last of November. 
Planted at the rate of five pounds 
per acre, in land well fertilized, 
prepared by deep plowing, h ar­ 
rowing and smoothing over with a 
plank drag. 
The Bermuda onions matured a 
crop about the 20th day of May, 
and he sold some of them at 31 
cents per pound, m d at this price 
and the rate they produced, an 
acre would have yielded him about 
$700. 
He sold some of them later 
at l2h cents per pound. 
Only the 
very earliest bring the highest 
prices. 
Prof. Price also described tho 
transplanting method of onion cul­ 
ture, which now prevails almost 
everywhere among truckers. 
By 
this, seed should be planted in 
October or November, in 
beds. 
Make beds about 4 feet wide, and 
in length according to the acreage 
to be planted. 
It should be pre­ 
pared well and manured, but not 
with fresh manure. 
Cross it with 
little drills about three 
inches 
apart, and sow the seed in these 
shallow drills, about a dozen seed 
to the inch. 
With fair germina 
tion a pound and a quarter of seed 
J 
will 
yield 
sufficient plants to 
transplant an acre. 
Plants will be

to transplant into rows, 
where they are to grow, in Janu-1

"We sent word to Constantinople 
pointing out that being private individ­ 
uals we cannot prevent the government 
from pressing the brigands; also that 
the ransom is too princely.

No 
rejoinder ha < yet been received. Usually 
brigands ask about £1000 and then agree 
for half. 
"Twenty * five thousand

pounds means two horse loads of gold, 
aud that is more gold than there is uow 
In Bulgaria. 
Besides, the brigands de­ 
mand payment in Turkish gold, for 
which it would be necessary to send to 
Constantinople. 
"I should not give the brigands the 
ransom until Miss Stone is safely deliv­ 
ered to us, as they might murder her 
after receiving the money. The more ! 
desperate brigands murder after rausom 
in order to seal the lips forever. 
"We have three theological institute 
students who were captured in the 
Stone party. One tells pathetically how 
he was robbed of money intended to 
pay for his tuition."

New York, Oct. 17.—Rev. R. Ward- 
law Thompson, directer of the collegiate 
gad theological institute At Sofia, ca­ 
bles the following details from Sanaa- 
now, Bulgaria, to The Journal concern­ 
ing Miss Stone, the kidnaped mission­ 
ary: 
“The headquarters of Miss Stone’s 
captors is a thickly wooded mountain 
top near the boundary line of Turkey 
aud Bulgaria. 
Miss Stone has only 
light summer clothing and a ootton 
dress. 
The brigands refused to allow 
her to keep her baggage, but let her 
have a Bible. 
The leader of the band 
is the notorious Bonobo from the Bul­ 
garian town of Butznia. 
"W e sent word to Constantinople 
pointing out that being private individ­ 
uals we cannot prevent the government 
from pressing the brigands; also that 
the ransom is too princely. 
No such 
sum was ever heretofore demanded. No 
rejoinder ha vet been received. Usually 
brigands ask about £1000 and then agree 
for half. 
“ Twenty - five thousand 
Turkish 
pounds means two horse loads of gold, 
and that is more gold than there is now 
In Bulgaria. 
Besides, the brigands de­ 
mand payment in Turkish gold, for 
which it would be necessary to send to 
Constantinople. 
“I should not give the brigands the 
ransom until Miss Stone is safely deliv­ 
ered to us, as they might murder her 
after receiving the money. 
The more I 
desperate brigands murder after ransom 
in order to seal the lips forever. 
“ We have three theological institute 
students who were captured in the 
Stone party. One tells pathetically how 
he was robbed of money intended to 
pay for his tuition.”

The capital stock of the new company 
is $100,000,000, and its object, as set 
forth in the articles of incorporation, is 
to acquire the Burlington system and 
other roads and lo mala tain a railroad 
in the states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, 
Wyoming, South Dakota, 
Montana, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
The life of 
(be corporation began Got. IO, I POI, and 
will continue for 66 years with the prin­ 
cipal place of business in Burlington. 
! 
It Is said that the corporation will 
take oharge of the Chicago, Burling. 
ton and Quincy Railway company aud 
the many lines lee sod and controlled by 
that company and then transfer them 
all together to the Hlll-Morgau syndi­ 
cate. 
The new corporation is legally entire­ 
ly separate from the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quinoy Railroad company. The 
old company is incorporated under the 
lnws of the state of Illinois, whilo the 
new one is controlled by the laws of the 
stato of Iowa. 
There is but one change 
in the name of the company, the old is j 
a “ railroad” company, the new a “rail­ 
way” company.
